The following italNBent wi s 
dictated recently by J. B. 
Thayer, Jr., the seventeen year 
old son of Mrs. J. B. Thayer, of 
Harerfurd, Pa. Thi^ 14 the only 
statement that fae has made: 

"Father was in bed, and mother 
and myself were about to get into 
bed. There was no great shock. 
I was on my feet at Um kian, mm! 
I do not think it was enou(;h to 
throw anyone down. I put on an 
overcoat and rtMhed up on 
deck on the port side. I shw 
notbinif there. I then went for- 
wwd to the bow toieeif looold 
■M.an.v signs of ice. The only ice 
I saw was on the Weil deck. I 
could not see my Hr theM, hav- 
in^' just come, out of a briyhti.'V 
lighted, room. I then went down 
to oar room and iny father and 
mother came on deck with me, to 
the starboard side of 'A' deck. 
We coold not Me . aoythiog there. 
Father thoog^t he WW amtU^ieces 
of ice floatinsr around, bat I could 
not see any myself. There was no 
big berg. We walked around to 
the port side and the ship bad then 
a fair list to port. We stayed 
there looking over the aide for 
about five minutes. The list 
seemed very slowly to be increas- 
iagi We then went down to onr 
rooms on 'C deck. All of us 
dressed quickly, putting on all our 
clothea. We all pat on Hfe pre- 
servers, includitiff the maid, and 
over these we put our overcoats. 
Then we harried ap on deei and' 
walked around, looking out at dif- 
ferent places until tbe women 
were all ordered to collect on the 
Port side. Father and I said 
good-bye to another at the- top of 
the stairs on *A' deck. She and 
the maid went right out on 'A' 
djck on the port side and we went 
to the starboard side. As at this 
time wjB had no idea the boat 



would sink, wp walked arojnd 
'A' deck and then went to 'B' 
deck. Then we thought we woald 
go l)Hck to see if mother had got- 
tRi) off safely, and went.to the port 
side of 'A' deck. We met the 
chief ateward of the main dining 
saloon and ho told us that mother 
bad not y^t Uken a boat, and he 
took Ml» lMr. Father and moth- 
er went ahead and T followed. 
They went down to 'B' deck, and 
a crowd got in front of aio and I 
was not alilo to catch them, and 
lost sight of tjiem. As soon as I 
ecMiM gat through the 'crowd I 
iriod to find th^m on 'H' deck, 
but without success. That is the 
last time I saw my ilitlMr. This 
was about one-half an hour before 
she aank. I then went ttf the 
starboard side, thfnlring that 
father and mother mu.st iiave got- 
ten off in a boat. All of this time 
I was with a fellow named N)ilton 
G. Long, of New York, whom I 
had just met that evening. 

"On the starboard side theboat^ 
were getting away quickl.v. Some 
boats were already off in a dis- 
tance- We thought of getting 
into one of the boats, the last boit 
to go on the forward part of the 
starboard side, but there seemed 
to be such a crowd around I 
thoaght to unwise to make any at- 
tempt to get into it. He and I 
stood by the davits of one of the 
boata that had left. I did not no- 
tice anybody that I knew, except 
Mr. Lindley, whom 1 had also just 
met that eTeniDg. I hwt sight of 
hitn in a few minutes. Long and I 
stood by tbe rail just a little aft of 
the Oaptain'ft bridjiie. 

"The liat to the port had been 
growing greater all the time. 
About this time the people began 
jumping from the stern. I thought 
of jumping myself, but was afraid 
of being stunned on hitting the 
water. Three tineB I made ap 
m.y mind to jump out and slide 
down the davit rc^es and try to 
make the boata that were lying off

Stopped at about ap anide of 50 
degreea. It seemM to ' hoUiA there 

for a time and then with a hissing 
sound it shot right down out of 
aigh't wHh people jmnping Irom 
the stern. The stern either pivot- 
ed around towards our boat, or 
we were sutfked toward it, and as 
we only had one oar we could not 
keep away. There did not seem 
to be very much sactipn and moat 
of us managed to atliy OB the bot- 
tom of our boat. 

"We were then right in the 
midatof a fkirly large wreck'age, 
with people swimming all around 
us. The sea was very calm and 
we kept the boat pretty steady, 
but every now and thao a wave 
would wash over it. 

"The assistant wireless operator 
was right next' to me, holding on 
to me and kneelini^ in tli(> water. 
We all sauK a hymu and said the 
Lord's prayer, and then waited 
for dawn to come. As often as 
we saw tbe other boats in the dis- 
tance we would yell **dhlp Ahoy I" 
but they could not dislinjiuish our 
cries from any ot the others so we 
all gave it np thinkhig it omIws. 
It was very cold and none of us 
were able to move around to keep 
wkrm, the water washiuK over her 
almost all the tiipe. 

"Towards dawn the wind spranji 
up, roughening up the water and 
making it dlflMll tekaa» the 
boat balanced. The wireless man 
raised our Iwpes a great deal b,v 
telling as that tha Oarpath to would 
be up in about three hours. About 
three-thirty or four o'clock some 
men on oar boil on the bow, 
sighted her meat llghlii '^I could 
not see them aa I waa aittiag down 
with a man knaaliM «i my leg. 
He 6nally got up and I atood up. 

"We had the second otecer, Mr. 
LightoUer on board, tie bad an 
oOaar^ vUalla uA wMatlad fbr 

the boats in the distame to come 
up and take us off. It took about 
an boar iad a half for tbe boats to 
draw near. Two boola came up. 
Tbe first took half and the other 
took the balance including myself. 
We had great difficulty about thta 
tiasa in balancinv the boat as the 
would leau too far, but we 



were all taken aboard the already- 
crowded boats and in about half 
or three quarters of an hour later 
we were picked up by the Carpa- 
thi*. 

"I have noticed second officer 
LightoUer's statement that J. B. 
Thayer waa on onr Oferturaef) 
boat, which would «ive therav'i 
pression that it was father, whiHi^ 
he really meant it was I, aa ha 
only -learned my name in a lobiM' 
quent conversation on the Carpa- 
thia and did not know I waa 
'Junior.'

AckMWletfglng thp Corn. 

That millions of dollars may be 
saved annaally by testing all aeed 

corn before it i.s plntitod i.s the firm 
belief of the council of grain el- 
changers. Posters are beint; sent 
out urging farmers to take this 
precaution and showinir how the 
test ma.v be carried on by school 
chiiiiron to iiirir own ediraational 
advaiitii^n> Hiid to the aaoooBical 
ffain of fanners. 

"Die poster emphasizes the fact 
that a farmer loses %\ for encli our 
of corn planted which does not 
crow, and that pure seeds 

1,000,000,0! )() !)ii,!,r!.i ir.orc 
year. Seed selection will also add 
10 bnabele an acre to tbe corn 

yield. 

The process of testing seed corn 
is illaalralad by dfafframs. Eacli 
school ehUd in a district is asked 
to take part in what they term a 
"rag baby" contest. Twelve cars 
corn, enough to plant an acre, aie 
to be secured by each child and 
brought to school. From each ear 
to be taken, the cars to be num- 
bered and the kernels kept sopi\r- 
Hte and numbered in tliesame wa.y. 
These kernels are to be wrapped 
in a carefull.v numl)ered s(|unre of 
damp cloth and protected by a 
pieee of damp mmDysaek to keep 
from drying out. 

At tbe end of six days the 
sqaaree are onwrapped, and the 
tabulation takes place. On a slip 
of paper, numbered like the 
squares, are squares marked 
"good," "weak," and "dead." As 
soon as each square is opened it 
will be Ubulated **]iood** if tlie 
grains fihavc thrown out both 
sprouts and rootlets; "weak" if 
only sprouts or rootlets alone, and 
"dead" it ungerminatcd. 

In tliis way the fanner will be 
convinced that lie will secure best 
results by planting the seed which 
has been carefull.v tested The 
council believes the time is com- 
ing when children will test all the 
seed which is pimited, not onl.v 
corn, but wheat, outs and ven^e- 
table seeds. 

One ear of corn coiitiiiiis alxmt 
MUG grains, each of wliicii should 
prodnce a stalk bearing an ear. 
KiiL'h cai' of corn is then worth 
Since it means just as much work 
to plant a poor ear as a good one, 
ttie testing of corn becomes a great 
economic factor which farmers 
will surel.v observe.
